FRANKFURT, April 24—(AP)— 
Fritz Kuhn, fuehrer of the German 
American Volksbund, will be releas- 
ed by the U.S. Army from a Ger- 
man internment camp tomorrow. 

Chastened by long confinement 
and troubled by a heart illness, 
Kuhn was declared “not a threat” 
to American occupational forces in 
Germany. 

IN JAIL SINCE 1939, Kuhn serv- 
ed more than 3% years in prison 
in the United States for embezzle- 
ment of bund funds. Immediately 
after completing his sentence he 
was interned and a year later lost 
his American citizenship. 

He was deported in September, 
1945, to Germany which he left in 
1922,

NEW YORK, April 24—(CP)— 
The New York Journal-American 
in a special dispatch from its Wash- 
ington bureau, said yesterday that 
a “top-secret package” which dis- 
appeared en route to the Oakridge, 
Tenn., atomic bomb plant “turned 
up in Moscow, according to confi- 
dential intelligence reports.”

Kidney 
Liver 
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Training for Teachers 


It is not difficult to understand the posi- 
tion of the Hon. R. E. Ansley and his col- 
leagues of the provincial cabinet in their de- 
cision to reduce the training period of public 
school teachers to one year. It is not hard to 
sympathize with the difficulty in which the 
department of education finds itself over 
the crucial shortage of teachers. 

But in the view of The Edmonton Bulle- 
tin, the minister and his colleagues have 
erred gravely in offering their present solu- 
tion. They have made a serious mistake 
which becomes more grievous aS one con- 
siders the eventual impact upon the entire 
community of teachers improperly or insuf- 
ficiently trained. 

It is true that the shortage of teachers 
is a real and vital problem which can only 
become more acute until the difficulty which 
is at the heart of it is removed. This central 
difficulty is the fact that teachers’ salaries 
and the equipment of schools are far from 
compatible with the serious and important 
duties teachers and schools have to perform. 

The very keystone of working democracy 
is an enlightened public. Without the broad- 
est and finest and most inspiring kind of 
education, no democracy can succeed in its 
purposes because its operation comes down 
at last to the capacity of the masses to think 
clearly, intelligently and unselfishly. 

Surely it is obvious, then, that the teach- 
er holds one of the most delicate ahd vital 
jobs in the community. To do this job well, 
the teacher must be highly trained and ade- 
quately compensated. To do the job poorly 
or indifferently is to set up repercussions 
that will destroy the fabric of democracy. 

For miseducation can easily be much 
worse than no education at all. Some of Can- 
ada’s educational experience proves that 
abundantly. 

There is a shortage of teachers in Canada 
because the teaching profession has been de- 
based by inadequate salaries and poor work- 
ing conditions. To reduce the training period 
would only add to that debasement. 

If Alberta needs more teachers, as Al- 
berta surely does, the proper course is not to 
reduce their qualifications but to increase 
their salaries, Better paid teachers and bet- 
ter schools is the only formula for educa- 
tional improvement. 


Canada Sets a Pace 


U.S. Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
says it will not be possible for wheat export- 
ing countries to supply UNRRA with the 
700,000 tons of wheat and flour per month 
that it needs for famine relief. 

Well, Canada has been shipping more 
than that amount of wheat oversea every 
month since last summer. From August last 
to April 15th, shipments from Canadian 
ports have run more than 1,000,000 bushels 
per day, or 30,000 tons, which works out 
around 900,000 tons per month. The export 
is still going on at the same pace. 

And in addition Prime Minister King an- 
nounced, the other day that 160,000 tons of 
low grade wheat and oats, over and above 
our commitments, will also be forwarded. 

Not all this grain is going to UNRRA de- 
pots. The bulk of it is going to Britain—but 
much of this is re-shipped to the famine- 
threatened countries on the continent. All 
of it is going to countries where cereals are 
desperately scarce, where substitute foods 
are not obtainable in quantity, where bread 
is either rationed or is made from “whole | 
wheat” flour, All these countries, Britain in- 
cluded, are precariously close to the border- 
line between bare sufficiency and semi-starv- 
ation. 

Cannot all the other wheat exporting 
countries among them manage to spare 
three-quarters as much wheat as Canada 
alone is sending to the hunger areas? 


Daylight Saving 

With propriety and wisdom the Edmon- 
ton city council has refused to institute day- 
light saving in this community because the 
city charter does not give the council the 
right to do so, There is some suggestion, 
however, that for the satisfaction of groups 
which want daylight saving, a plebiscite be 
taken at the nex: civic elections. 

Patchwork time changes are confusing, 
illogical and intolerable. 

Nevertheless, the views of all sections of 
the community should be consulted in this 
regard. And if a majority of people want 
the summer time change, they are entitled 
to have it. But it should be a majority, not 
of any one community, but of the entire | 
nation, 

The proper procedure for those groups | 
which advocate the measure is to petition | 
the provincial government for the change. 
If the provincial government is convinced, 
the various provincial governments could 
doubtless work out a plan whereby the 
change would be uniform across the country. 

Until it is established that daylight sav- 
ing is the wish of more than half of the 
people of all Canada, community daylight 
saving is only a nuisance—particularly in a 
city like Edmonton where our position in the 
time belt advances our clocks, even at pres- |

All Depends on Traffic 


The taxpayers will find nothing to worry 
about in the report of the National Railways 
for 1945. On the contrary the system paid 
running expenses, paid the interest due to 
the public and the Government, and turned 
in a surplus of $24,756,130 to the national 
treasury. This was $1,729,206 more than the 
surplus for the preceding year. 

This excellent showing resulted despite a 
small decrease in freight and passenger 
traffic, and though wages were $43,041, 
more and materials cost $26,350,000 more 
than in 1939, 


As to the future, “in the event of any sub- 
stantial decrease in traffic volume, not 


otherwise compensated for”, the report goes: 


on, “the higher costs of operation would pre- 
vent a continuance of the favorable finan- 
cial results which the system has been able 
to report for the past five years”. 

This is another way of saying that the 
Railways will need traffic not too far less 
than the wartime volume if they are to earn 
more revenue than is required to pay oper- 
ating and maintenance costs, 

A railway is not an end in itself. It only 
exists to give service. The National system 
was able to show profits during the war 
years because there was a heavy demand for 
the carriage of passengers and freight, 
which demand it was able to meet. It still has 
the facilities to supply service on the war- 
time scale. If the traffic keeps up, the favor- 
able financial reports at the end of each 
year will continue. 


Loans Create Markets 


President' Truman urged Congress to 


authorize the four billion dollar loan, less as 
aid to Britain than as a move to stimulate 
production, employment and business in the 


United States. Britain will be helped of! Avoid Gluttin 


course, and Mr. Truman is not wanting in 
sympathy with that purpose. But he stressed 
the reaction at home as a stronger appeal 
for support of the proposal. 

The speech of Senator Vandenberg 
strongly suggests that this view has been 
gaining ground in the Senate, in quarters 
where the loan was not favored as a mea- 
sure of aid to Britain. 

While the proposed loan, is measured in 
dollars, no dollars will be shipped to London. 
The money will be spent in the United 
States, for machinery and materials and 
other supplies necessary to the British res- 
toration and reconstruction program. 

That is to say, the credit of the United 
States is to be used, if the loan is sanctioned, 
in a Way which will increase the export of 
goods from that country, therefore give 
employment to groducers, and maintain 
business activity. 

Canadian loans to Britain, France, Rus- 
sia and other countries have of course the 
Same reaction in the Dominion. The notion 
that international loans benefit the lender 
nation mainly through the collection of in- 
terest from the borrower is nonsense. Their 
major importance is their stimulating effect 
upon the economy of the lending country. 


It comes as a Significant news variant 
that steel production in Britain is at the 
highest point ever reached in peacetime, and 
not much below the wartime peak output. 
More news in the same vein can be expected 
from the same quarter, Britishers know, and 
have long known, that production is the 
only thing that can repair the ravages of 
war and build more prosperous conditions of 
life for them.

The Middleman’s Price 


g the Market, Government Sells New Galvanized Iron Pipimg to Junk 


Dealers on Their Undertaking to Melt It Down 


By Dr. Boris Sherashevski 


Exclusive to The Edmonton Bulletin 


In view of the current housing 
crisis the methods used in the 
disposal of housing materials are 
of particular importance to Can- 
adians. Dr. Boris Sherashevski 
deals in this article with the dis- 
posal of pipe and fixtures. A brief 
statement obtained from War As- 
sets Corporation is included. 

If we can believe the trade pap- 
ers, after the First World War the 
plumbing supply business received 
a jolt when enterprisers bought up 
huge quantities of pipe and fixtures 
and sold them direct to the con- 
sumer, This free competition was 
much deplored by plumbers and 
their suppliers, and as a result 
steps were taken to see that the 
same thing should not happen after 
this war. .. e 


SO FAR, their plans are working 
out as well as could be wished. Sup- 
ply firms who made their 10 per 
cent commission on pipe sold to 
the government are receiving some 
of it back through the War Assets 
Corporation, and then making an- 
other commission on it as it passes 
in the opposite direction. The ul- 
timate consumer is not allowed to 
buy direct from War Assets, but 
must buy through his plumber, who 
in turn buys only from his supply 
house, 

Thus two extra middlemen add 
their commissions to the price of 
the goods, after which process the 
price is at the same high level as 
standard plumbing prices. This el- 
iminates the hardship to dealers 
which would result from the gov- 
ernment’s selling its surplus plumb- 
ing supplies direct to the home 
owner at reasonable prices. 

*x* * * 


BUT THERE is so much surplus 
pipe and fittings in storage in gov- 
ernment warehouses that the build- 
ing industry cannot possible absorb 
it. There are not enough people in 
Canada who can afford to build 
houses, and therefore something 
must be done with the pipe in order 
to avoid a glut on the market, lo

ESTERDAY I outlined the working of the Alberta Appren- 
ticeship Act and what was being done by the building 
trades in order to increase the available supply of skilled 


labor. _ Today I want to discuss the work being done by the 
Canadian Vocational Training Schools and how it is integrat- 


ed with the trades. , 

IN THE FIRST place the schools 
have sset up their list of stud- 
fes so that it corresponds with 
the list of skills required by the 
regulations established under the 
Apprentice Act. The instructors are 
experienced tradesmen. And every 
effort is made to have the trainees 
attend classes during those periods 
of the year when work is slack, 
and have them work and train “on- 
the-job” as much as possible. This 
will help to maintain a good bal- 
ance between theoretical knowl- 
edge and practical skill. 


The courses offered by -the 
schools are of 12-month duration. At 
the completion of his course the

CAIRO, April 24.—(AP)-—Mau-| 
Slee Pate, adviser to Herbert 
Hoover, said Tuesday that between 
90,000,000 and 30,000,000 children in 
Europe urgently need food—“the 


most poignant human problem in|

HE ESTIMATED $200,000,000 to,

be graded by them according to the 
skill he displays. 

ON THE BASIS of the results) 
of this examination he will be| 
graded as a second, or third year | 
apprentice, as his skills indi cate, | 
and he is then apprenticed to some | 
firm in his trade. He will receive! 
pay according to the grade he re-| 
ceives on his examination. Thus, by| 
taking the CVT course, a man can| 
get credit for his four or five year | 
apprenticeship in a shorter period | 
of time. 

The CVT and DVA work in close 
co-operation with the apprentice-| 
ship board in an effort to see that 
they do not train more men than| 
there will be apprenticeship open- | 
ings for in any one trade, and to 
see that the men are apprenticed 
before their courses are completed. 
They also check to see that while 
he is apprenticed the man is get- 
ting the variety of experience 
necessary to permit him to acquire 
the all-round skills required to turn 
out a finished tradesman. 

IN THIS REGARD, due partly to 
the pressure under which the 
building trades are operating at 
the present time, there has been 
a tendency on the part of some 
employers to put a man on one 
line of work and leave him there. 
For example, one construction 
firm, which had a man apprenticed 
as a carpenter, put him to work on 
a power saw—and kept him on that | 
one job for months, 

This was good business for the 
firm, because as the man became 
increasingly skilled with the saw 
he was able to turn out a lot of 
work on it. But he wasn't getting | 
the experience necessary to permit 
him to practise his trade as an all- 
round carpenter, | 

To prevent this happening, con- 
stant supervision of trainees and| 
their employers is necessary. Some- 
times the fault lies with the man 
who prefers to keep on doing) 
some relatively simple operation 
he can do well; sometimes it lies 
with the employer, Either way it 
defeats the object of the appren- 
ticeship training plan. 

BUT IN SPITE of all these plans 
it is felt by many that there is not 
yet sufficient, provision for the 
training of the number of skilled 
men necessary to meet the de- 
mands of the construction industry, 
We need not only homes, but com- 
mercial and industrial buildings of 
many kinds. Most of our present 
tradesmen are nearing retirement 
age—the present ratios of appren-| 
tices to journeymen will hardly 
permit for the replacing of the} 
older mechanics on retirement, let | 
alone for any expansion, | 

Some extra provision must be | 
made to enable us to meet these| 
demands. To be satisfactory to all | 
the suggestion must come from 
Jabor itself. Personally I believe | 
the answer lies in the develop- 
ment of the “split-skills” plan 
which | outlined a couple of weeks 
ago. Labor isn't too fussy about 
this for fear the development of 
a large number of “handy-men” 
will weaken their bargaining posi- 
tion on the labor market. 

BUT | FEEL that that is a situa- | 
tion which can be guarded against. 
Somehow the demand must be met. 
Necessity is the mother of inven- 
tion, There is a necessity for in- 
creased building today. And unless 
the skilled labor is available we 
can be certain somebody will de- 
vise new building techniques which | 
might even render most of the old 
trades obsolete,
